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+ fe ArT INSTITUTE OF CHICAGO was incorporated May 24, 1879, 
for the “founding and maintenance of schools of art and 
design, the formation and exhibition of collections of objects of 
art, and the cultivation and extension of the arts of design by 
any appropriate means.” The charter was amended, taking effect 
on December 1, 1925, and now reads, “for the object to found, 
build, maintain and operate museums of fine arts, schools and 
libraries of art, design, and the drama, with authority to confer 
degrees and grant diplomas; to build, maintain and operate 
theatres, lecture halls, workshops and lunch rooms in connection 
therewith, and to carry on appropriate activities conducive to 
the artistic development of the community; to form, preserve and 
exhibit collections of objects of art of all kinds; to cultivate and 
extend the arts of design and the drama by any appropriate means; 
to provide lectures, instruction, and entertainments including dra- 
matic, operatic and musical performances of all kinds, in further- 
ance of the general purposes of the Institute; to receive in trust 
property of all kinds and to exercise all necessary powers as 
trustees for such trust estates whose objects are in furtherance of the 
general powers of the Institute, or for the establishment or mainte- 
nance of works of art in the community.” 


The museum building upon the lake front, first occupied in 
1893, is open to the public every week day from September 1 to 
May 31; from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m.; to 5:30 from June 1 to August 31; 
Sundays from 12 to 8 p.m. from September 1 to May 31, to 9 p.m. 
from June 1 to August 31. Admission is free to members and their 
families and to school children of Illinois at all times, and free 
to all upon Wednesdays, Saturdays, Sundays and public holidays. 
The Ryerson and Burnham Libraries are open free on week days 
from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m.; Mondays, Wednesdays and Fridays also 
from 6 to 9 p.m., Sundays, 2 to 6 p.m. 

The art school, affording comprehensive courses in the fine and 
applied arts, is under the same roof. So is the Kenneth Sawyer 
Goodman Memorial Theatre, which has a separate entrance at 
Monroe Street and South Park Drive. 


All members are entitled, with their families and visiting friends, 
to admission to all exhibitions, receptions, public lectures, and 
entertainments given by The Art Institute (excepting the Sunday 
concerts), and to the Ryerson Library. 


Visitors desiring to see the collections of the museum under guid- 
ance may make appointments with museum instructors. 


SUGGESTED FORMS OF BEQUESTS 


I do hereby give, devise and bequeath to The Art Insti- 
tute of Chicago, an Illinois corporation, . . . (amounts 
or objects bequeathed or list of same) for such uses consistent 
with the purposes of the aforesaid corporation as the trustees 
thereof shall decide. 

I direct that my executors, out of the remainder of my 
estate, shall set aside stocks, bonds and notes, or other securi- 
ties of the value estimated by them to be sufficient to make 
thesumof . . . . . dollars, which I hereby give and 
bequeath to The Art Institute of Chicago, an Illinois corpo- 
ration, for uses consistent with its purposes, as the trustees 
thereof shall decide. 

I give, devise and bequeath to The Art Institute of Chi- 
cago, a corporation of the State of Illinois, . 
dollars to be held and applied by the trustees thereof for ‘the 
uses and purposes of that institution. 

I give, devise and bequeath to the said The Art Institute 
of Chicago, an Illinois corporation, the lands, tenements and 
hereditaments aforesaid, the leases and all my interest therein 
and in the covenants therein contained and in the rents to , 
accrue thereunder, and also the reversions in fee in the lands 
above described. 

I direct that my executors shall from my general estate 
pay over in convenient installments to the trustees of The Art 
Institute of Chicago, an Illinois corporation, such amounts 
as shall equal . . . . . dollars per annum for the 
period from the date ‘of my death until the . . . day 
of . . . .19 . . , which amounts I give and be- 
queath to the aforesaid The Art Institute of Chicago to be 
received and applied by its Trustees. 


The Trustees are deeply grateful to those who have al- 
ready made gifts and bequests, and earnestly solicit all those 
wishing to aid and encourage The Art Institute in the great 
work which it is accomplishing with comparatively small re- 
sources, either to give or bequeath to it money or works of 
art of that high degree of excellence which is worthy of a 
great museum. 
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FIFTIETH ANNUAL REPORT 
OF THE TRUSTEES 


To the Governing Members of the Art Institute of Chicago: 


The year of 1928 brought with it in its closing weeks a 
decision of the utmost importance to the Art Institute of 
Chicago. The Trustees of the second Chicago World’s Fair 
publicly announced their intention of asking the Art Insti- 
tute to co-operate with them in the direction of the Depart- 
ment of Fine Arts of the proposed International Exposition. 
Their decision while publicly made has not yet been formu- 
lated as a proposal to the Trustees of the Art Institute, nor 
have your Trustees as yet given official consideration to it. 
Congress will presently be asked to sanction the Exposition 
of 1933, and when this approval has been secured a joint 
Committee appointed from the Trustees of the Chicago 
World’s Fair and the Trustees of the Art Institute will dis- 
cuss general plans for building and for organization. The 
building will be permanent in construction, designed not only 
to house the temporary exhibits of the World’s Fair but for 
future use by the Museum as well. Presumably it will cover 
the land to the east of the Illinois Central Railroad allotted 
to the Art Institute by the South Park Board, an area 845 
feet long by 350 feet deep. The so-called Montgomery Ward 
decision of the Illinois Supreme Court prohibited the erection 
of buildings in Grant Park, but it expressly exempted the 
Art Institute from this decision, giving your institution the 
right to make needed improvements and additions. This was 
done with the express consent of the property owners abut- 
ting on Michigan Avenue. The Chicago World’s Fair, 
therefore, may leave, it is confidently expected, a legacy to 
the City of Chicago of incomparably greater value than the 
legacy of the Columbian Exposition, which, as you know,

was the present Art Institute building fronting on Michigan 
Avenue. 

The yearly chronicle of Art Institute events must in- 
clude the mention that the annual membership of the Art 
Institute has passed the 18,000 mark. In September the 
Life Membership Fund, begun in 1897 at the suggestion of 
Mr. William H. Bush, reached the helpful sum of one mil- 
lion dollars. Since last January $111,921 has been added to 
this fund. During the year, at the cost of many needed im- 
provements, your Trustees have not only balanced the 
budget, but have paid off $77,300 of indebtedness. 

By the bequest of Charles Deering the Art Institute re- 
ceived $25,000. Other bequests, unrestricted as to use, were 
made by Robert Forsyth, $10,000; Arthur B. Jones, $10,- 
000; Elizabeth E. Spence, $13,750, and George H. Hovey, 
$2,000. The bequest of George F. Porter of $300,000, 
mentioned in last year’s report, also became operative during 
the current year. 

The unfinished staircase and entrance lobby was com- 
pleted, and in March we shall begin work on the second 
floor, covering the brick-work to correspond with the marble 
finish in the lobby. This, perhaps the most important physi- 
cal improvement made to the Art Institute in recent years, 
visually at least, has been made possible through the gener- 
osity of Mr. and Mrs. Charles H. Worcester. They have 
also added the sum of $5,000 to an annuity which eventually 
will be used to maintain the Mr. and Mrs. Charles H. 
Worcester Children’s Museum. 

Mr. Walter S. Brewster has established the nucleus of 
a fund to be known as the Employees’ Loan and Benefit 
Fund for the relief of cases of distress among the employees. 
It is hoped that this fund, now amounting to $4,900, will 
interest other friends of the Art Institute, and that it may 
serve to take the place eventually of a pension system, sadly 
needed at the present moment. 
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Mrs. Anna Louise Raymond again continued her bene- 
factions to the educational system of the Art Institute, with 
the gift of $2,000 for the maintenance of the James Nelson 
Raymond Public School and Children’s Lecture Fund. 

Mrs. Emily Crane Chadbourne has given $25,000, 
promising an equal amount for 1929, for a room in the 
Decorative Arts section, to be known as the R. T. Crane, 
Jr., room. The same generous donor has also added $15,000 
to her Decorative Arts fund making it $40,000. 

Mr. and Mrs. William O. Goodman added $50,000 to 
the endowment of the Kenneth Sawyer Goodman Memorial 
Theatre, which now amounts to $150,000. 

Mr. and Mrs. Frank G. Logan have increased their 
prize fund by $15,500. It now amounts to $112,000, the 
income going to prizes in the various annual exhibitions. 

Robert Allerton continued his generous gifts to the 
Decorative Arts Department with $25,000 toward gallery 
construction. 

Julius Rosenwald gave $5,374 for cases to house the 
Muehsam Glass Collection announced in last year’s annual 
report as the gift of Mr. and Mrs. Rosenwald. 

From John Barton Payne $1,000 was received, the com- 
pletion of his subscription to the Hutchinson Wing. 

The Association of Arts and Industries, a society organ- 
ized to promote interest in the Industrial Arts has reached 
its quota of $260,000 to the amount required to be raised to 
secure the subscription of $100,000 from the General Edu- 
cation Board (Laura Spelman Rockefeller Foundation). 
When collected this sum will be used to erect a building and 
to maintain Industrial Art Courses in the Art Institute Art 
School. 

The Annual Exhibition of work by students of the 
School of the Art Institute showed marked progress in its 
artistic quality and technique. Continued stress in the 
classes upon the maintenance of professional standards is

expected to bridge the gap between an art training and an 
art career. During the year several outstanding artists spent 
short periods in the school as visiting instructors to conduct 
problems, advise students and criticize work. These visiting 
instructors were Boris Anisfeld, Daniel Garber, Charles W. 
Hawthorne, Henry G. Keller, Herman Dudley Murphy, 
Robert de la Montagne St. Hubert, and Charles H. Wood- 
bury. 

Important gifts received include an endowment of $30,- 
000 given by Mrs. Anna Louise Raymond, the income of 
which will maintain “The Anna Louise Raymond Traveling 
Fellowship.” Complete equipment for the purpose of taking 
moving pictures to be used in the life drawing classes of the 
School was also given by Mrs. Raymond. The Chicago 
Woman’s Club increased their Scholarship Fund to $4,000 
and the Renaissance Club increased their Scholarship Fund 
by $500. 

The total enrollment for the school year 1927-1928 
was 4,662. 

The Goodman Theatre has completed a successful sea- 
son. Such productions as “The Wild Duck,” “The Vikings 
at Helgeland,” “The Little Clay Cart,” and “Dear Brutus” 
have been marked by beauty of lighting and finished acting 
comparable with the better Broadway productions. The en- 
tire tendency for the year has been toward an intense interest 
in serious and distinguished works rather than in plays of a 
type which our public might see in the loop district theatres. 

The productions by the Studio group have included the 
following plays: 

The Evil Doers of Good, Hindle Wakes, The Nursery 
Maid of Heaven, Caleb Stone’s Death Watch, My Lady’s 
Dress, Hay Fever, and an original pantomime ballet by Neal 
Caldwell and Hamilton Forrest, based on Poe’s “Masque of 
the Red Death.” 

The children’s plays given at the Saturday matinees 
have included: 
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Blue Bird, Teller of Tales (an Arabian Night’s en- 
tertainment), The Topaz Amulet, The Boy Who Grew 
Up, An Afternoon with Christopher Robin. 

During the year, the Department of Drama has been 
in receipt of a number of gifts, of which the most important 
is that of Mr. and Mrs. William O. Goodman, of the sum 
of $25,000 for the building of the New Studio Theatre and 
offices, to complete the plan of the Goodman Theatre. The 
work on the new building has been started and we have hopes 
that it will be in operation in about three months’ time. This 
added working space will permit us to increase the capacity 
of the Studio about thirty-three per cent, to make extensive 
savings in the cost of Studio productions, and certain defi- 
nite income from rentals. We estimate that the value of the 
new building to the Department should be about $5,000 per 
season. From friends of the theatre who do not wish their 
names used, we have received in cash $6,100, and an elec- 
trola, especially useful for the music of the ‘Children’s 
matinees. 

Visitors to the Art Institute during the past year num- 
ber more than one million. Nearly 120,000 readers used the 
Ryerson and Burnham Libraries. The total number of vol- 
umes in both libraries now amounts to 27,792. 

Future plans for the expansion of the Art Institute in- 
clude additional areas for library use. The first step in the 
library program is the expansion of Ryerson Library into the 
area now’ occupied by The Burnham Library of Architecture 
and the arrangement of Gallery three to take care of the in- 
creased use of the Burnham material. Hubert Burnham, 
Earl Reed, Jr. and William Jones Smith were appointed by 
their fellow members of the Burnham Library Committee to 
draw up plans for the necessary physical changes in Gallery 
three and to finance them. To a fund of $5,500 contributed 
by Walter S. Brewster, Alfred E. Hamill, Frank G. Logan 
and Potter Palmer and $1,000 contributed by the Trustees, 
the Burnham family added $8,870. For the necessary 
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changes increasing the area of Ryerson Library Martin A. 
Ryerson gave $5,000. This new room fitted with steel 
stacks and a balcony providing for future growth, will 
greatly relieve the crowded condition in both Ryerson and 
Burnham Libraries. a 

Kenji Toda has continued his work of making an an- 
alytical catalogue to the collection of Chinese and Japanese 
books presented to the Library by Mr. Ryerson. These 
books are now housed in the Japanese Print Section of the 
Oriental Department. Important gifts were received by 
the library from Mrs. Arthur Aldis, Alfred E. Hamill, John 
C. Cebrian, Mrs. Frederick D. Silber and Mrs. Floyd R. 
Mechem. 

Two thousand one hundred and forty-six print lovers 
used the print library and collections. Miss Kate Buckingham 
added nine etchings to the Van Dyck group in the Clarence 
Buckingham Collection completing the twenty-one etchings 
definitely attributed to this master. The complete litho- 
graphed work of Ingres can also now be seen through the 
gift by Walter S. Brewster of “L’Odalisque” and the Por- 
trait of Frederick Sylvester Douglas as well as the only 
known etching by the master, the rare portrait of Gabriel 
Cortois de Pressigny which was included in The Charles 
Deering Collection, the gift of his daughters, Mrs. Chauncey 
McCormick and Mrs. Richard Ely Danielson. This superb 
collection contained the 315 etchings by Zorn mentioned in 
the annual report for 1927 but in addition it comprised over 
4,000 items constituting in its entirety the largest and most 
important gift yet made to the Print Department. It in- 
cluded 213 etchings by Whistler, 96 etchings by Rembrandt, 
61 woodcuts by Durer, important drawings by Haden, Rem- 
brandt and Whistler, as well as large groups by modern 
masters. 

Eight early nineteenth century English sporting prints 
were presented by Mrs. Charles H. Schweppe. 
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Other important acquisitions of this department include 
the gift by Robert P. Lamont of landscapes by Hirschvogel 
and Lautensack and the “St. Luke” by Lucas van Leyden; fif- 
teen 15th Century woodcuts from the Nurenberg Chronicle, 
the Nurenberg Bible of 1483 and the Spiegel Menschli- 
cher Behdaltnis, the gift of Mr. and Mrs. Potter Palmer, a 
portrait drawing of Fantin-Latour by Ingres, the gift of 
Mrs. Emily Crane Chadbourne, the mezzotint portrait of 
Madame du Barry by Jean Baptiste Gautier-Dagoty, the 
gift of Mrs. Charles Netcher. Seventeen prints and draw- 
ings were added to the Albert Roullier Memorial by Mrs. 
Albert Roullier and Miss Alice Roullier. Other important ac- 
quisitions came through gifts by Ernest Byfield, Maurice L. 
Rothschild and Edward C. Crossett. Eleven prints from 
the exhibition were presented by the Chicago Society of 
Etchers; three Logan Purchase Prizes being added to the 
collection at the same time. A very welcome gift of $1,000 
unrestricted as to use was received from Mrs. Hugh T. 
McBirney. 

Twenty-four exhibitions were held by the Department. 

The Department of Decorative Arts received as its 
most noteworthy individual accession through the Needle- 
work and Textile Guild a French 15th Century tapestry, the 
gift of Mrs. Charles H. Schweppe. Miss Kate Buckingham 
completed the presentation of the French Gothic Tomb of 
the de Vipart de Launay de Brucourts. From Miss 
Elizabeth Day McCormick through the Needlework and 
Textile Guild, over 600 textiles were presented. Miss 
McCormick also gave large groups of fans, needlework 
samplers and bags. Robert Allerton gave 9 examples of 
peasant pottery, 29 pieces of woodwork, modern wall paper, 
prints, textiles and glass. Arthur T. Aldis and Russell 
Tyson added to their modern ceramic collection 12 pieces of © 
French pottery. From the estate of George F. Porter the 
department received Queen Anne, Chippendale and Dutch 
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furniture and 17th Century English needlework. Mrs. 
Chauncey B. Borland gave four 16th Century needlework 
squares, Mrs. Potter Palmer, an 18th Century flounce of 
fil tiré, Mrs. Charles Netcher, eight pieces of English glass 
and two needlework English panels of the 17th Century, 
Mrs. Emily Crane Chadbourne, an embroidered modern 
German coat. Other important gifts to the Department 
were made by the Antiquarian Society, Mrs. J. J. Borland, 
Mrs. John Alden Carpenter, Miss Lisbeth Gilman Nias, 
Mrs. E. Sutherland, David Adler, William McKee and 
William J. Quigley. 

The additions to the Department of Painting and 
Sculpture include “Swappin’ Grounds” by Rudolph Ingerle 
from the Friends of American Art, “Mary” by J. Theodore 
Johnson and “Self-Portrait” by Paul Trebilcock, Mr. and 
Mrs. Frank G. Logan Purchase Prizes, a portrait of John 
Philip Kemble by Martin Archer Shee from Mr. and Mrs. 
William O. Goodman, “London Hippodrome” by Everett 
Shinn from The Goodman Fund, “Toulon Harbor” by E. 
Othon Friesz added to the Joseph Winterbotham Collec- 
tion, “Nude” by Leo Putz, the gift of Mrs. L. M. Leopold, 
“Sunset at Montclair” by George Inness, the gift of Charles 
H. Worcester, and a portrait of Charles L. Hutchinson by 
Louis Betts, the gift of Mrs. Charles L. Hutchinson. Water 
colors by Hermine David and Paul Signac were presented 
by the Arts Club. “Dover Harbor” by John Gendall was 
given by Walter Wolf. Through the Logan Purchase Prizes 
“Bathers” by John Whorf and “Swedish Peasant Girls” by 
Aiden L. Ripley were acquired. Frederic C. Bartlett added 
to the Helen Birch Bartlett Memorial Collection a notable 
painting by Toulouse-Lautrec, “Au Moulin Rouge.” The 
Charles H. Worcester Loan Collection was increased by 
three important paintings, “The Opera Messalina” by 
Toulouse-Lautrec, ““Mars and Venus” by Tintoretto and 
“Madonna and Saints” by Veronese. 
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The outstanding acquisition of this Department was the 
celebrated Ayala Altarpiece, probably the most important 
early Spanish painting in America, bearing the date of 1396. 
This notable gift was made by Mrs. Chauncey McCormick 
and Mrs. Richard Ely Danielson. 

Twenty-nine exhibitions were held by this department 
during the year and gallery catalogs for three collections 
were compiled. 

The Department of Classical Art has received a Hellen- 
istic relief of the second century B. C., said to have been 
recovered by divers from the wreck of an ancient ship in the 
harbor of Salamis, the gift of Alfred E. Hamill, and an 
Athenian stele of the fourth century, B. C., constituting the 
initial gift to the Alexander White Collection. The small 
but important collection of Greek vases, given to the Insti- 
tute by Martin A. Ryerson, has been catalogued by Daniel 
C. Rich. 

The Department of Oriental Art has rearranged its 
Muhammadan, Persian, and Chinese objects, and has moved 
the Clarence Buckingham Collection of Japanese Prints, for- 
merly housed in the Print Department, to a new storeroom 
in the Oriental Department. ‘To this Collection Miss Kate 
Buckingham has added the important Moslé Collection, a 
group of over 300 prints containing especially important 
examples by Koryusai, Harunobu, Kiyonaga, and Utamaro. 
Miss Buckingham also acquired two hundred and twelve 
prints of a miscellaneous nature. The same donor has con- 
tinued to add to the Lucy Maud Buckingham Collection 
bronze vessels and pottery of the most notable character. 
Today the early bronzes and T’ang and Han pottery 
of this collection easily surpass in quality those of all other 
American museums. Ninety-seven Japanese prints were pre- 
sented by Alfred E. Hamill, Mr. Yamagishi, and an 
anonymous donor. 

The Orientals, a society organized for the study of 
Oriental art, gave to the Department a dried lacquer head 
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of the T’ang Dynasty. Frank G. Logan, Robert Allerton, 
Alfred E. Hamill, Mrs. Joseph L. Valentine and Mrs. 
Charles H. Worcester presented Japanese N6 robes of the 
late 16th century, and other noteworthy gifts were made 
by Mrs. Charles H. Schweppe, Carolyn Wicker, Guy Mit- 
chell, Potter Palmer, James E. Patton, A. U. Pope, Charles 
A. Stevens and Brothers and Yamanaka and Company. A 
Sung clay head of a Lohan and a Korean bronze water 
sprinkler were purchased from the Nickerson Fund. 

The restaurant served 132,265 persons during the year. 
A net profit of $9,000 was realized from this source. A 
new type of lifting front wall case invented here and con- 
structed in our shops is being increasingly used by other 
museums. During the year we have perfected an indestruct- 
ible label which adds greatly to the appearance of our paint- 
ing collections. 

Sales from postcards and prints amounted to nearly 
$10,000. 

The Children’s Museum has received a group of Negro 
sculpture from George F. Harding, a Hopi Indian doll from 
Donald Kennicott, a Japanese doll and equipment given by 
the Province of Yamaguchi, Japan, and a wood engraved 
block and impression by Auguste Lepére, the gift of Frank 
G. Logan. 

Eight exhibitions of especial interest to children were 
held in this Department during 1928, and lectures were 
given on Saturday mornings by the Curator. 

The Department of Museum Instruction shows an in- 
creased attendance especially from private and suburban 
schools. Unfortunately this Department must be self-sus- 
taining. It should be endowed and largely increased in 
personnel. Today we reach through this Department nearly 
18,000 students who pay for the privilege. 

The Extension Lecturer gave 382 lectures during the 
year to high-school students, to children and adults, the audi- 
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ences numbering 113,755. This great service to the edu- 
cational system of our city is made possible by the James 
Nelson Raymond Public School and Children’s Lecture 
Fund. The free Fullerton Hall lectures offered to members 
and children of members, including the Sunday concerts and 
the lectures given so generously by Lorado Taft to the people 
of Chicago were attended by 137,143. 

The class of Benefactors, those who have given in funds, 
objects, or service, to the Institute the amount of $25,000 or 
over, has been increased by the election of Barbara Deering 
Danielson, Marion Deering McCormick, Henry Corwith 
Dangler and Percy B. Eckhart, and their names have been 
added to the bronze tablet located in the entrance lobby.

Edward Burgess Butler, Trustee of the Art Institute 
since 1907, died on February 20, 1928. The following reso- 
lution of the Trustees expresses, in part, their admiration of 
his character and their affection for the man: 

“The Trustees of The Art Institute of Chicago mourn 
the passing of an associate who for more than twenty years 
gave with discriminating generosity and unflagging zeal most 
distinguished service to this institution. The gift of a col- 
lection of paintings by George Inness, the foundation of a 
fund for the benefit of needy art students, the annual prizes 
from exhibitions for the public schools, but emphasize his 
devotion to the art of painting, which he followed as an 
avocation and in which he found great pleasure. A con- 
spicuously successful man of affairs, the force of his charac- 
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ter and the strength of his convictions in no way modified 
the essential kindliness of his nature. Young-hearted, noble 
of carriage, friendly, Edward Burgess Butler epitomized in 
his versatile individuality the worthy qualities of many men. 
His love of children and his affection for mankind led him 
into numberless benefactions, and helped to mould a per- 
sonality rich in wisdom, singular in its devotion to high 
ideals, radiant in its expression of good-will. 

“We offer this tribute to the breadth and diversity of 
his interests and the catholicity of his mind. His memory 
will abide with us, and be preserved and cherished in our 
annals forever.” 

Benefactors of the Art Institute who have done much 
to contribute toward its development and who during the 
year have been lost to us by death, include, besides Mr. But- 
ler, Isabella F. Blackstone, Emma B. Hodge, and James A. 
Patten. 

The Trustees of the Art Institute chronicle with sorrow 
the loss of the following Governing Members: Charles W. 
Folds, Marvin Hughitt, Edward L. Ryerson, and of Wat- 
son F. Blair, a Governing Life Member. 

In addition to the pension system for employees, and 
the endowment of the Museum Instruction Department, al- 
ready mentioned, attention should be called to the following 
needs of the institution: Endowments for professorships in 
the Schools, funds to complete the skylight above the en- 
trance staircase, for the publication of catalogues, for the pur- 
chase of acquisitions in all Departments, particularly in the 
Departments of Classical and Egyptian art, for the founda- 
tion of new Curatorships, and for the extension of our work 
in the public schools.

BENEFACTORS: Whenever any person shall have 
contributed twenty-five thousand dollars or more, or its 
equivalent, to The Art Institute of Chicago, he shall be 
named a Benefactor of The Art Institute, and his name shall 
be printed in each Annual Report under the head of Benefac- 
tors of The Art Institute, and also be placed on the Bene- 
factors’ tablet in the main hall. 

Living Benefactors become Honorary Governing Life 
Members and are henceforth exempt from dues. 

HONORARY MEMBERS: Honorary Members are 
chosen from among persons who have rendered eminent ser- 
vice to the institution. 

GOVERNING MEMBERS only shall have the right 
to.vote for or be eligible to the office of Trustee. The num- 
ber of Governing Members shall be limited to two hun- 
dred and fifty. Each Governing Member pays one hun- 
dred dollars upon election and annual dues of twenty-five 
dollars. 

Governing Members, upon payment of four hundred 
dollars, are exempt from dues and are known as GOVERN- 
ING LIFE MEMBERS. The receipts from these funds 
are‘invested, and the income only expended. 

SUSTAINING MEMBERS: Sustaining Members 
shall be those who contribute twenty-five dollars or more 
annually to The Art Institute. They shall be entitled to all 
the privileges of Governing Member, excepting the right to 
vote for, or be eligible to, the office of Trustee. 

LIFE MEMBERS: Life Members, upon the payment 
of one hundred dollars, have all the privileges of Annual 
Members for life. All receipts from these memberships are 
invested, and the income only expended. 

ANNUAL MEMBERS: Annual Members pay ten 
dollars a year. 

All members are entitled, with their families and non- 
resident visiting friends, to all lectures, receptions, and ex- 
hibitions given by The Art Institute, with the exception of 
special entertainments in Fullerton Hall, the Kenneth Saw- 
yer Goodman Memorial Theatre or elsewhere. Sunday con- 
certs are also excepted.
